CARNEGIE’S
LIBERALITY

Large Fund Established
For Life Savers in
Germany

Berlin, Dec. 31.—An announcement
was made today that Andrew Car-
negie had glven $1.250,000 for a Car-
neglé foundatlon for life savers In
Germany,

The conditions and purposes of the
endowment are gimilar to those of the
“hero funds” previously established
by the American financler and phll-
anthroplst In the United States, Eng-
land and France,

The annual proceeds will be used
for the henefit of those who have
been Injured in the performance of
heroic acts, In the event of a hero's
death, for the support of surviving
dependents. A special provision I8
made for the education of the chlil-
dren of those who have sacrificed
their 1lvés,

Some tlme ago American Ambassa-
dor Hill, at the request of Mr. Car-
negie, approached the emperor on the
subject of whether a gift would be
acceptable, Hls majesty thoroughly
approved ®f the project and, in an
autograph letter to the donor, ex
pressed deep Interest in the bene-
faction. The necessary detalls were
soon concluded and the fund placed
in the hands of the emperor, who, as
its patron, appointed a commission of
twelve to ndminister the same.

The presldent of the commission fs
Rudolph Von Valentl, chief of his ma-
jesty’s civil cablnet, and hls assist
ants Include the Amerlcan ambassza
dor and representatives of the min-
ing, raflway, maritime and industrial

BLOWN
OF TUNNEL

Workmen Injured When
Blasts Explode in
a Big Bore

New Yorlk, Dec. 31.—An explosion
of dynamite In a tunnel 100 feet be-
low the surface of East river, be-
tween Manhattan and Brooklyn, ear-
ly today resulted in the injury of six
workmen, at least one of whom will
dle

The tunnel, a tremendous engineer-
iog project, is belng bored through
the mud and rock of the river bed
and when finlshed will contain a huge
service plpe to supply the island of
Manbattan with gas manufactured in
an outlylng suburb of Brooklyn.

The six men were at work in the
tuonel when the exploslon occurred.
They had sot off a, number of dyna-
mite blasts during ti‘l(‘ night, but sev-
eral of them apparently falled to ex-
plode, The men, thinking they had
gone off, went back to the shaft to
work. As they entered, the explosion
camd, ‘throwing them through the
long shaft into the open, along with
a mass of debrls and mud,

CRIPPLED

Azoturia Caused by
Lack of Exercise and
Too Much Food

New York, Dec. 31.—The Society
for the Prevention of Cruelty to Anl
mals announces that one hundred
odd horses were stricken In  the
streets last Tuesday with azoturia,
following the triple Christmas holl-
day Azoturia may roughly be de-
scribed as the equinox equavalent for
katzenjammer. At least it comes
from too much holldays and some of
the syvmptoms are analogous. They
Include loss of control over the hind
legs, but an attack [s no light mat-
ter. It is some tlmes followed by
death, often by permanent weakness,

The disease develops among work-
Ing horses from lack of exerclse and
too much feod. The soclety expects
another outbreak to follow New
Years and recommends that owners
cut down the allowance of food on
the second day of rest and give a half
a pound of sales in bran If the warn-
ing 1s disregarded, serious losa may
be visited on many who depend on
their horses for a lvellhood.
